Pennsylvania, 
Declares Government H as the Righ t 
by Treaty to Define Status of For­ 


eign Citizens. 


Montreal, Can., Sept. 2. — Premier 
Borden, opening the annual meeting of 
the American Bar association, welcom­ 
ed the most distinguished body of men 
ever assembled in Canada. 
Leading jurists of the United States 
are in Montreal almost without excep­ 
tion and besides them are some of the 
most prominent members of the bar 
In Canada, England and France. 
Right 
Hon. Richard Burdon Hal­ 
dane, lord high chancellor of Great 
Britain, delivered an address. 
His 
subject was “Higher Nationality; a 
Study in Law and Ethics.” 
The lord chancellor began by em­ 
phasizing the fact that the United 
States. Canada and Great Britain to­ 
gether form a unique group because 
of. the common inheritance of tradi­ 
tions, surroundings and 
ideals, and 
particularly in the region of jm,ispru- 
lenco. He declared that lawyers are 
ailed on in days that lie in front to 
mould opinion and encourage th# na­ 
tions of tliis group to develop and re­ 
cognize a reliable character in the 
^ligations they assume toward each 
other. 
Lord Haldane presented the follow­ 
ing message from King George V.: 
“I have given my lord chancellor 
permission to cross the seas, so that 
he may address the meeting at Mon­ 
treal. 
I have asked him to convey 
from me to that great meeting of the 
lawyers of the United States and of 
Canada my beni wishes for its success. 
I entertain the hope that the deliber­ 
ations of the distinguished men of 
both countries who are to assemble 
at Montreal may add yet further to 
the esteem and good will which the 
people of the United States and of 
Canada and the United Kingdom have 
for each other.” 
The siM'aker then pointed to the 
jKjwer of lawyers in creating and de­ 
veloping law, as well as changing it, 
i power more exercised out of the 
legislature than within it. He spoke 
jf the influence of lawyers in the new 
world in public affairs, which, he said, 
was very striking to the observer. 
He quoted from President Wilson, as 
follows: “The country must And law- 
vers of Hie right sort and the old 
spirit to advise it, or it must stumble 
through a very chaos of blind experi­ 
ment. It never needed lawyers who are 
Bro statesmen more than it needs them 
now; needs them in its courts, in its 
legislatures, In its seats of executive 
authority; lawyers who can think in 
the terms of society itself." 
Lord Haldane then dwelt at some 
length upon tile difference between 
formulated law', whether civil or crim­ 
inal; the moral rules enjoined by pri­ 
vate conscience and the spirit of the 
community for which tho English have 
no name, but which the Germans call 
“SiuMchkelt." and which he defined 
is Hie system of habitual or customary 
conduct, ethical 
rallier than 
legal, 
which embraces all those obligations 
:>f tile citizen which it is “bad form” 
or “not the thing" to disregard, the so­ 
cial penalty for which is being “cut" 
>r looked on askance. He notated out 
that without such restraint there could 
he no tolerable social life, and said 
tiial it was this instinctive sense of 
w hat to dij) and what not to do in daily 
life and behavior that was the source 
of liberty and ease, and that this in­ 
stinctive senes of obligation was tho 
chief foundation of society. 
"Treaty Making Power,” particular­ 
ly in its relation to the controversy 
aroused by the allen land law of Cali­ 
fornia. was the topic of the address 
by Frank Kellogg. He maintained that 
the federal government had the right 
to define by treaty the status of a 
foreign citizen within tho states, the 
places where he may travel, the busi­ 
ness in which he may engage and th© 
property he may own, both real and 
personal, and the disposition of stub 
property after ills death. 
The day’s program closed with the 
c onferring of honorary degrees by Mc­ 
Gill university upon the following dis 
englished members of the legal pro­ 
fession: Viscount Haldane, Chief Jus­ 
tice Edward Douglas White, of the 
United States; Prime Minister Robert 
L. Borden, of Canada; Maitre F. La- 
! bori, Batopuier De I/O rd re des Advo- 
I cats a la Cour dc* Paris, France; Wil­ 
liam Ii. Taft, ex-president of the Unit­ 
ed States; Charles J. Doherty, minis­ 
ter of justice and attorney general of 
Canada; Joseph ll. Choate, ex ambas­ 
sador from the* United States to Great 
Britain; Elihu Root, United 
States 
senator from New York; Frank B. Kel­ 
logg, president o f tbt* association.

COTTON EXCHANGES RAPPED 


Clarke Says Trading In Cotton In New 


York and New Orleans Should Be 


Wiped Out 


Washington, Sept. 2 — An increase of 
the income tax on large fgrtwuss only 
when the Incomes run above $250,000 
annually is the basis of a compromise 
Democratic 
members of the senate 
finance committee will recommend to 
the caucus tonight. 
The attitude of the socalled insur­ 
gent Democrats was such as to indi­ 
cate that they would not accept the 
arrangement without a fight and the 
caucus may run two or three days. 
The finance committeemen have de­ 
cided to leave the rates of the income 
tax as at present, up to the $250,000 
mark. 
The new tax now proposed In addi­ 
tion to the normal tax above the $3000 
minimum are: 
Four per cent additional from $250,- 
000 to $500,000; live per cent from 
$500,000 to $1,000,OOO, and six per cent 
above $1,000,000. 
The senate will adjourn at 5 p. rn. 
today and the Democratic caucus will 
then begin its efforts to agree on the 
remaining provision of the bill. 
It is 
estimated that there are 550 persons 
in this country with incomes between 
$250,000 ami $600,000 ; 350 with in 
comes between $500,000 and $1,000*-. 
OOO, and more than loo with incomes 
above $1,000,000. 
The committee Democrats probably 
will 
recommend to the Democratic 
caucus that the original provisions of 
the bouse btl] taxing the entire In­ 
come of mutual Insurance companies be 
retained. The finance committee had 
recommended the exemption of that 
portion of the income returned to the 
policyholders in the form of dividends 
Senator Clarke addressed the senate 
on his amendment to Impose a tax on 
trading in cotton where no actual de 
livery wag intended. Senator Clarke 
said that the New York Cotton Ex 
change “and Its parasite” the New 
Orleans Exchange, were no more than 
gambling institutions and that those 
who speculated in cotton upon their 
floors were egaged in a wholly selfish 
and illegal business. 
New York he said, was the chief of­ 
fender, and the New Orleans exchange 
only a “minor affair.'’ The New York 
exchange, he argued, controlled the 
price of cotton for the whole world. 
Senator Smith, of South Carolina 
said that under the Clarke 
amend 
ment the cotton prod we a rt would indi­ 
rectly pay the tax. He argued in sup 
port of his own bill making It manda 
tory for every contract for cotton to 
specify the grade to be delivered, de 
d aring that under present contracts, 
with twenty-seven different grades of 
cotton, the pun leaser 
never 
knew 
what sort of cotton he would get. 
Senator Clarke said he believed the 
proposed tax on cotton futures would 
in the end break up the trading In fu 
tures. 
For a time he said It would 
bring In a substantial revenue for the 
government, but In time the future 
trading would greatly decrease, he de 
dared.
